Newbury port, Mass., May 19 
(/P) — A fire, believ ed incendiary , 
roared through the riv erfront 
section of the city today destroy ­ 
ing factories, homes, stores and 
a shipy ard filled with v aluable 
priv ate y achts. 
It lev elled an area a quarter of 
a mile square and caused da m ­ 
age estim a ted by insurance un­ 
derwriters a t between $7 00,000 
and $9 00,000. 
Four hundred 
persons were 
thrown out of work with the de­ 
struction of the Fisher shoe fa c­ 
tory and a dozen fa m ilies were 
made homeless by the burning 
of their dwellings. 
It was the most destructiv e 
blaze in the long history of New­ 
bury port and for two hours it 
swept onward, uncontrolled. Aid 
was summoned from a score of 
surrounding M assachusetts and 
New 
Hampshire 
communities, 
apparatus coming from as far 
away as Salem, 26 miles to the 
south. 
Only ttfo ca sua lties were re­ 
ported. Both were firemen and 
both were ov ercome by smoke. 
Neither was in a serious condi­ 
tion. 
The 
fire 
began 
in 
a 
long, 
wooden, 
abandoned 
building, 
formerly a shoe factory , just be­ 
fore two a. m. It was brought 
under control shortly before four 
o’clock. 
Sporadic bursts of flame still 
shot from the charred remains 
a t day break and a t interv a ls 
smoking heaps of debris flared 
up. The crumpled walls, twisted 
steel and burned wood ex tend­ 
ed from Winter street to Tit- 
comb street 
along 
the ’south 
bank of the Merrimack riv er and 
back from the riv er to Merri­ 
mack street. 
Houses 
in 
widely 
separated 
sections of the city bore the 
marks of less disastrous fires 
ca ught 
from 
flaming 
embers. 
Dozens of store front a wnings in 
Newbury port’s business section 
lay strewn on sidewalks, where 
they had been deposited by fire1 
men 
a fter 
ca tching 
a fly ing 
spark. 
The belief tha t the fire was set 
came from an unusual series of 
ev ents during the la te ev ening. 
Three alarms were sounded a t 
close interv a ls just about m id­ 
night. The first was for a fire 
in a garage. The second was for 
a fire in a m a ttress in a nearby 
dwelling, which fire officials said 
was set. The third was a false 
alarm. 


Police and fire officials said 
they believ ed 
the larger and 
more disastrous blaze was the 
work of some person who had a 
“ connection with the three ea r­ 
lier alarms.” 


The long wooden building in 
which the early morning blaze 
commenced was owned by the 
Dodge Brothers and was soon to 
be ripped down to make way for 
a street widening project. 
From there, the flames leaped 
to the Fisher Shoe factory and 
then to the Odd Fellows block, 
which was formerly a sta te a r­ 
mory . In rapid succession, the

two blocks of stores, a gasoline 
filling sta tion and the McKay 
boat y ard, where between 40 and 
50 sm all y a chts lay on marine 
railway s, wa iting to be placed in 
the water.

Wesley A. Cameron of New Sa ­ 
lem, Ind., and Mrs. Mary E. Dor­ 
sey of Anderson, Ind., nephew 
and niece of Mrs. Kell, were 
named beneficiaries.

mob which a t one time num ­ 
bered around 1,000 persons. 
Apparently conv inced of offi­ 
cers’ sta tem ents tha t the pris­ 
oner had been whisked away 
some twelv e hours before, the 
rem na nts of a mob which cla m ­ 
ored for the Negro’s life during 
the 
night, 
finally 
dispersed 
shortly a fter 3 a. m. today , and 
sheriff’s 
deputies 
sa id 
they 
thought the “ trouble is ov er.” 
The m illing and armed crowd, 
howev er,' gav e up its long v igil 
only a fter a group had dashed 
in automobiles to Gaffney , a 
town 50 miles away , to find tha t 
the Negro had not been ta ken 
there. 
W hen they returned to 
Greenv ille, 
a 
smaller 
crowd 
gathered around the ja il, but 
apparently not knowing where 
to turn nex t, finally broke into 
groups and left. 
The whereabouts of the Negro 
prisoner was a secret.

Washington, May 18 (/P) — A 
renewed federal effort to put 
down crime was inaugurated to­ 
day by President Roosev elt in 
signing into law six bills that 
gav e justice department officials 
new steel with which to combat 
criminals. 
“ There wil be no relenting,” 
said the president. 
“ These laws are a renewed 
challenge on the part of the fed­ 
eral gov ernment to interstate 
crime. 
“ Law enforcement and gangster 
ex termination cannot be made 
completely effectiv e so long as a 
substantial part of the public 
looks with tolerance upon known 
criminals, permits public officers 
to be corrupted or intimidated 
by them or applauds efforts to 
romanticize crime.” 
Attorney General Cummings, 
who watched the signing of the 
bills, said their enactment came 
at a “ crucial moment.” 
“ Kidnapers, killers and rack­ 
eteers are a serious menace to 
life and property as well as to 
the supremacy of the law,” he 
said. 
Already , the federal gov ern­ 
ment, stretching to the full ex ­ 
tent the latitude allowed under 
ex isting laws, has joined state 
officials in pursuing numerous 
kidnaping gangs and more re­ 
cently in the unsuccessful efforts 
to bring J ohn Dillinger into cus­ 
tody . 


WHEAT IS NORMAL, 


MAY 1 SURVEY SHOWS 


Lafay ette, Ind., May 18 —The 
condition of winter wheat in 
Indiana on May l was reported 
as 8 0 per cent of normal, about 
the same as the ten y ear av er­ 
age, and two points abov e April 
1, according to the monthly crop 
report issued tday by the De­ 
partment of Agricultural Statis­ 
tics of the Purdue Univ ersity Ag­ 
ricultural Ex periment station, in 
co-operation with the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
The report 
points out 
that 
while drouth was beginning to 
cause apprehension on May 1, 
there was but little actual dam­ 
age apparent in wheat fields at 
that time.. A y ield of 16 bushels 
per acre and a production of 
26 ,128 ,000 bushels was indicated, 
as compared to the av erage crop 
from 19 27 to 19 31 of 27,401,000 
bushels. 
The 
abandonment of 
winter wheat was estimated as 
three per cent of last fall’s sown 
acreage. 
The acreage of ry e to be iut 
for grain was estimated at 111,- 
000 acres, 22,000 acres more than 
last y ear. Its condition, 8 2 per 
cent of norual, was three points 
below av erage, indicating a y ield 
of 12 bushels 
per 
acre and a 
production of 1,332,000 bushels. 
Stocks of hay were 
reported 
low, with only 10 per cent of last 
y ear’s short crop, or 18 2,000 tons, 
on hand May 1, as compared to 
the av erage carry ov er of 19 33-32 
of 342,000 tons. 
The condition of hay meadows 
was reported as 72 per cent of 
normal, or eight points 
below 
av erage. Prolonged deficiency of 
precipitation resulted in 
slow 
growth of grass hay , and to a 
lesser ex tent of legumes. Pastore 
condition was reported as 6 7 per 
cent of normal.

No 
m atter how dry he may be or how u rgen t the 
in clin ation may be to imbibe, the av erage citi­ 
zen can ’t an d won ’t pay the ex horbitan t prices 
for legitim ate liqu or which prev ail in a m ajority 
of the commu n ities of the cou n try . 
Thu s, the bootlegger is called u pon to fu rn ish 
the refreshm en t, su ch as it may be, a t his com­ 
parativ ely low prices, ju st as he was du rin g the 
reign of prohibition . 
It was defin itely prov ed tha t the forces of law 
an d order cou ld n ot begin to cope w ith the law­ 
less elem en t en gaged in the m an u factu re of il­ 
legal liqu or du rin g the su pposed dry period when 
large forces of men were in the field. Now tha t 
the liqu or law en forcem en t bodies hav e been 
greatly redu ced, it is on ly logical to believ e tha t 
their efforts will am ou n t to little or n othin g. 
There is on ly on e reason able or possible way 
tha t the bootlegger can be driv en ou t of bu si­ 
n ess an d tha t is by the v ery simple an d fu n da­ 
m en tal plan of creatin g competition for him tha t 
will ru in his bu sin ess. If legal liqu or is pu t on 
the m arket at a price tha t will compare fav or­ 
ably with those of the bootlegger, his day s are 
n u mbered. An d it isn ’t impossible to do this. 
If liqu or tax es were redu ced to a reason able fig­ 
u re an d a close su perv ision m ain tain ed to elim ­ 
in ate profiteerin g, facts will bear ou t the possi­ 
bility of competin g with the bootlegger on ev en 
grou n ds. 
Bootleggin g n ot on ly en cou rages an d promotes 


the lawless elem en t with its ev ils to society , bu t 
it depriv es the gov ern men t of the poten tial rev ­ 
en u e of reason able tax ation on the liqu or which 
sold throu gh su ch chan n els. It also retards the 
growth an d n orm al fu n ction s of the legitim ate 
distilleries an d associated in du stries which are 
m aterially in ju red by the u n fair com petition of 
the bootlegger.
